OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 


Lonpon, 2ist May, 1864. 
THERE are two annual gatherings in our London 


season which may be said to be perfectly neutral | 


ground to all parties: the inaugural dinner of the 
Royal Academy, previous to the opening of the Ex- 
hibition; and the anniversary dinner of the Royal 
Literary Fund, on the 18th of May. In both litera- 
ture and art, creeds and politics hold but secondary 
positions, as the constantly changing will ever do 
totheimmutable. The only enduring legacies of one 
generation bequeathed to another are the progress 
of human intellect and the productions of the human 
mind. These belong to no party in Church or State, 
and hence it is more particularly suitable that the 


annual festival of the Royal Literary Fund should | 


be the chosen stage from which, as in the case of the 
late Prince Consort, and now in that of the Prince 
of Wales, the first subject of the crown should make 
his start in public life. Too near to the throne to 
identify himself with either of the great parties, 


who, by the inns and outs of office, are called upon | 


to govern our constitutional monarchy alternately, 
the heir to the crown must eschew politics, avoiding 


that most tempting of all themes to other men as | 


carefully as ancient mariner did Scylla and Charyb- 


dis, or as a modern “salt” does “ breakers ahead !” | 


Yet the nation has a right to fathom the inner 
recesses of the mind of him who, in the natural 
course of events, may one day become all but a 
paramount influence for good or evil in its onward 
course. The privacy of princes, in this country, is 
no less sacred than the privacy of the humblest 
individual. We have no right to judge public men 
but by their public acts. But in the case of the 
Prince of Wales, so much of his daily life has been 


before the public since his marriage, that he may 


almost be said to have lived in public. We, there- 
fore, have been enabled to a great extent to form a 
tolerable estimate of that love of domesticity and 
manly pursuits, so characteristic of an English gen- 
tleman, which is conspicuously displayed by the 
prince both in his town and country life. 
was wanting was an insight into the qualities of the 
mind, which are only called into action upon some 
extraordinary occasion, and an opportunity for their 
display was furnished on Wednesday last, when 
the Prince of Wales presided at the annual dinner 
of the Literary Fund. Let it not be for a moment 
imagined that the guests at that annual gathering 
are a medley crowd. Quite the reverse. Of the 
four hundred and odd persons who sat down to 
dinner on that occasion, at least two-thirds would 
be as exacting and critical an audience as the most 
experienced orator would seldom have an oppor- 
tunity of addressing. To men of long experience, 
with great command of language, and fluent of 
speech, such an ordeal would not fail to have been 
atrying one. Yet the Prince of Wales, young as 
he is, was equal to the occasion. 
speech in proposing the toast of the evening, well 
and modestly spoken, and every word of which was 
audible in every part of the great hall in which it 
was delivered, because from it you will be able to 
see that the prince thinks for himself, and clothes 
his thoughts in words indicative of sound common 
sense, displaying good taste and feeling, eschewing 
all claptrap oratorical flourishes, saying simply 
that which is simple in itself, and without affecta- 
tion. In proposing “ Prosperity to the Royal Lite- 
rary Fund,” the prince said :— 

“T have now the honor to propose the most im- 
portant toast of the evening; it is ‘ Prosperity to 
the Royal Literary Fund.’ Although the most im- 
portant, it is, nevertheless, the toast upon which, 
perhaps, I can say least. Certainly, I can give you 
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| no new information, as every one here present knows 
| better than I do the character of this institution, 
Still it is right that I should venture to offer a few 
remarks on the working of this society. You are 
all aware, gentlemen, of the immense advantages 
| which have been derived from it in support of litera- 
ture and science. One of its principal features igs 
that it is not limited to our own countrymen, but is 
often extended to literary men of all nations; so 
that we may feel proud to think that, by our timely 
assistance, we not only advance the literature of 
our own country, but that of other nations. In 
this way many eminent men who would otherwise 
| be incapacitated from carrying on their labors, and 
from making their talents known to the world, are 
enabled to do so. The second important feature is 
the secrecy with which this timely aid is given—a 
secrecy so sacredly observed that, in the whole 
number of cases, which amount to 1645 since the 
foundation of this corporation in the year 1790, 
there is not a single instance of any indiscretion 
having been committed; and, if cases have been 
brought to light at all, it has only been through 
the acknowledgment of the literary men thus as- 
sisted, who have been anxious to express their 
gratitude. I ought here to mention the name of a 
distinguished man of letters whose loss must be 
deeply deplored in all literary circles. I allude to 
Mr. Thackeray. [allude to him not so much on 
account of his works, for they are standard works, 
but because he was an active member of your com- 
mittee, and always ready to open his purse for the 
relief of literary men struggling with difficulties, 
Gentlemen, some of those here present do not, per- 
haps, know that in France, since 1857, an institu- 
tion similar to ours, and founded by M. Thenard, 
has been in existence for the benefit of scientific 
men only, and that a few days ago M. Champfleury, 
a distinguished writer, proposed to found a literary 
society adopting some of our principles. 
be hoped that these two societies may be one day 
amalgamated, or, at least, may form sister literary 
funds ; and, if administered on our model, I think 
we may augur for the new institution a large mea- 
sure of success. We shall at all times be most 
happy to enter into communication with. it and 
show it the result of our long experience, and of the 
unwearied zeal and exertion of the officers of this 
corporation. I will not detain you much longer, 
gentlemen; but I cannot sit down without bringing 
back to your recollection the deep interest which 
my dear and lamented father took in everything 
connected with literature and science, and particu- 
larly in the labors of this society. Nobody has for- 
gotten that the second time he spoke in public in 
this country was as chairman of the Literary Fund 
dinner; and we all, I am convinced, deeply regret 
that the speeches made on that occasion were not 
reported at full length, as every word falling from 
those lips could not fail to command universal ad- 
|miration. Gentlemen, let us drink ‘ Prosperity to 
| the Royal Literary Fund.’” 
| The graceful allusion to the late Mr. Thackeray 
was in the best taste, and the sincere tribute to his 
own father’s memory shows both good taste and 
| good feeling combined. It is pleasant amidst the 
| shock of war, breaking up of the world’s peace om 
| all sides, to feel assured that the future sovereign 
of these realms recognizes in the arts of peace the 
| highest sources of a nation’s greatness. : 
Amongst our current literature I may mention 
Miss Wynn’s “ Diaries of a Lady of Quality, from 
1797 to 1844. Edited with. Notes by A. Hayward.” 
| Some twenty years ago I had several opportunities 
of conversing with Miss Wynn. It was then known 


| that she kept memoranda of what she read, saw, OF © 
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heard; but as she always loved the marvellous, I 
think I may not be far out in saying that some of 
the romantic and wonderful stories which Mr. Hay- 
ward has now perpetuated by printing them were 
invented by persons who knew the lady’s weakness 
simply for her gratification. The book, however, is 
very readable, and now that the weather is hot, 
still sufficiently interesting to keep one awake, 
though a lounge by an open window may tempt 
one to throw one’s length upon it with it for a com- 
panion. Of course you have the original French 
text of Victor Hugo’s “ William Shakspeare.” The 
book is a curiosity—a quodlibet, filled with the 
outflowings of one of the most original minds of the 
present century, rushing off at a tangent, like cer- 
tain celebrated variations on “ God save the King,” 
into most melodious harmony, it is true, but 
having as little to do with the original air as may 
be, yet every now and then bringing it before you 
with all the freshness of originality. Imagina- 
tion and facts are so mingled together that the pic- 
ture of Shakspeare placed before the reader is as 
poetical a likeness as one of Turner’s pictures is of 
the place after which it is named. It has been 
translated into English by M. Baillot too literally 
to convey the sense, and often too coarse, in conse- 
quence, to be pleasant reading. ‘ Henry Dunbar, 
the Story of an Outcast,” is the title of Miss Brad- 
don’s new novel. Messrs. Maxwell, who publish 
it, sent me a copy of the second edition, by mistake 
I presume, before the publication of the first. This 
kind of puffing has brought Miss Braddon's name 
and novels into some disrepute. I fear more houses 
in the trade, calling themselves respectable, some- 
times resort to this disreputable trick. I could 
name an instance where the trade absolutely refused 
to subscribe to a new novel of which the second 
edition was advertised in all the literary papers in 
thenext week. Out of curiosity, inquiry at Mudie’s 
revealed the fact that of twenty-five copies of the 
first (title-page) edition subscribed for, twelve, with 
uncut leaves, were then to be bought at half price. 
Of “Henry Dunbar” it will be sufficient to say it is 
in every way inferior to “John Marchant’s Legacy,” 
* Aurora Floyd,” or “ Lady Audley’s Secret,” and 
it was a pity to recuscitate it out of the pages of the 
penny publication in which it originally appeared, 
and where it had quietly gone to rest. Another 
novel which has just appeared is Mr. Jeaffreson’s 
“Not Dead Yet.” Well, at all events, it will not 
astonish me if I have to record its obituary in my 
next letter. “Memoirs of Joseph Sturges, by Henry 
Richard,” is an octavo volume of some six hundred 
and forty pages, full of interest for anti-slavery ad- 
vovates and members of the Peace-at-any-price 
Society.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, April 29, 1864. 
M. Edouard Four- 
nier (who found at London a trunkful of Beau- 
marchais’s manuscripts) has laid hands on a con- 
siderable unpublished poem, by Pierre Corneille,

which contains some noble lines. It may be found 
in a new periodical, of which he is the chief editor, 
La Revue de Province. The Marquis de Saint-Au- 
laire (who some time since gave us two volumes of 
entertaining letters from Mme. Dudeffand, Mme. de 
Choiseul, and their circle of friends) has hit upon 
packets of unpublished letters of Horace Walpole’s 
caustic correspondent, and he proposes to seize the 
opportunity of giving us a complete collection of her | 
letters. We applaud the resolution. There is no- 
thing we like better than these slip-shod memoirs, 
Since, let the writer be as careful and as polished |

as Horace Walpole himself, a letter-writer cannot 
but be indiscreet. Besides, there are a thousand 
bits of gossip told for the most harmless things 
imaginable, which let floods of light upon the so- 
ciety which they chronicle. The executors of the 
late M. Ampére have made an inventory of his un- 
published works. The last volume of his “ History 
of Rome at Rome” is in press, and will presently 
appear. The second posthumous volume will con- 
tain a dramatic poem, “St. Paul,” and a lyrical 
drama, “ Alexander.” The executors have found 
several political comedies and satires among his 
papers ; but it is said that these works are too per- 
sonal, and-too full of application to the existing 
order of things in France, to warrant publication. 
They will be copied by hand, and circulated in the 
drawing-rooms hostile to the government. I ques- 
tion whether any of these pieces will increase his 
fame. His talents were not for poetry. M. de Lo- 
menie and Dr. Daremberg are his executors. 

The long expected balloting for the late Count 
Alfred de Vigny’s successor in the French Academy 
has taken place, without result. The public are 
greatly surprised at the votes. It was believed that 
M. Jules Janin’s chances of election were so great 
as to amount to a certainty; yet M. Autran, his ob- 
scure rival, came within one vote of being elected. 
The Academy seems to take pleasure in so disap- 
pointing the public. Many years ago, and before 
M. Victor Hugo had lessened his position by later 
eccentricities, the French Academy preferred M. 
Dupaty, the author of some vaudevilles, to the 
author of Notre Dame de Paris. The late balloting 
is said to have been a personal contest between M. 
Guizot and M. Thiers. The former took M. Janin 
under his protection for the sake of the yeoman 
service rendered him by the Journal des Débats 
in the militant days of his political career. The 
latter pressed the claims of M. Autran, because 
they are both children of Provence, and from a 
slight dash of malicious pleasure in defeating the 
schemes of his old parliamentary rival. There 
were thirty-four voters. These were the ballotings: 
Ist ballot, Jules Janin 11, Autran 14, Camille Dou- 
cet 9; 2d ballot, Jules Janin 12, Autran 13, Doucet 
8, 1 blank; 3d ballot, Janin 11, Autran 13,1 blank; 
4th ballot, Janin 12, Autran 14, Doucet 7, 1 blank; 
5th ballot, Janin 10, Autran 16, Doucet 8; 6th bal- 
lot, Janin 10, Autran 16, Doucet 8; 7th ballot, Ja- 
nin 12, Autran 16, Doucet 8; 8th ballot, Janin 11, 
Autran 16, Doucet 8; 9th ballot, Janin 9, Autran 
17, Doucet 7,1 blank; 10th ballot, Janin 9, Autran 
17, Doucet 8. After this ballot, the election was 
indefinitely adjourned. Do not believe that M. 
Autran is certain of election. M. Camille Bonjour, 
an amiable author, who died some years since, 


| was within one of securing his election as a member 


of this same company. At the next election he 
entered the list full of confidence in his success, 
and he received one vote. Three academicians 
were kept at home by illness; all three of them— 
Messrs. Dupin, Lebrun, and Empis—would probably 
have voted for M. Jules Janin. There is a rumor 
that an understanding exists between the latter’s 
and M. Doucet’s friends that they shall join to elect 
M. Janin, and when the vacancy made by M. Am- 
pére’s death is to be filled, they shall again join 
their votes to elect M. Doucet. The Academy of 
Moral and Political Sciences have elected Dr. A. P. 
Stanley (the Dean of Westminster) a corresponding 
member in lieu of Mr. Grote, who was recently made 
a foreign associate. M. Charles Nisard, the brother 
of M. Desiré Nisard, (a member of the French Aca- 
demy, and the author of an excellent history of 
French literature,) is canvassing the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres for a seat in this 





learned company. It is said that he called upon a 
peevish academician, announcing himself as M. 
Nisard without his Christian name. “ You-.are M. 
Nisard, eh ?” asked the cross-grained host. ‘“ Yes, 
I am M. Charles Nisard.” “Then, Monsieur, you 
are not desiré.” 

Will you credit me when I tell you that the French 
government forbade the celebration of the Tercen- 
tenary Anniversary of Shakspeare’s birth? They 
did more. They interdicted the performance of 
Hamlet. and a selection from Henry IV., and As 
You Like It, at the Porte St. Martin’s theatre. 
People here wonder what can be the cause of this 
rigor. Shakspeare was no Red Republican. The 
French dinner committee was composed almost en- 
tirely of democrats, and it was their intention to 
elect M. Victor Hugo as the President of the banquet. 
and as he could not appear at it, the chair was to 
be left empty. This, and the apprehension of vio 
lent political speeches, may have led to the inter- 
diction of the French banquet. But the management 
of the English dinner was in the hands of Lord 
Cowley, Lord Grey de Grey, Sir Joseph Olliffe, the 
Messrs. Galignani, and other like gentlemen of cha- 
racter and position, who assuredly would not have 
talked politics. Why wasit forbidden? Have you 
seen M. Victor Hugo’s work on Shakspeare? It is 
the most absurd and the most ludicrous book I ever 
read. A lunatic would not have written differently. 
Judge :— 

“ Totus in antithesi. Shakspeare is everything in 
antithesis. Of a truth it is scarcely just to see the 
whole man and such a man in one of his qualities. 
But this reserve being made, let us say that this 
word totius in antithes/, which pretends to be a eriti- 
cism, is only the detection of a fact. Shakspeare, 
and all really great poets, have merited the eulogy of 
being like creation. What is creation? Good and 
evil, joy and sorrow, man and woman, roar and song, 
‘eagle and vulture, lightning and beam, bee and 
drone, mountain and valley, love and hate, medal 
and reverse, clearness and deformity, star and hog, 
up and down. Nature is the eternal i-frons. And 
this antithesis which evolves the antiphrasis is to 
be detected in all of man’s habits. It is in fables. 
It isin histories. Itisin philosophy. It is in Ian- 
guage. Be the Furies, you shall be called the Eu- ! 
menides, the charming. Kill your brethren, you 
shall be Philadelphos. Murder your father, you 
shall be Philopatos. Be a great general, you shall 
be the little corporal. Shakspeare’s antithesis is 
the universal antithesis ; everywhere, always, it is 
the ubiquity of antinomy; life and death, heat and 
cold, justice and injustice, angel and devil, heaven 
and earth, flower and thunderbolt, melody and har- 
mony, spirit and flesh, great and small, sea and 
river, foam and spittle, storm and hiss, me and non- 
me, objective and subjective, prodigy and miracle, 
type and monster, soul and shadow; it is that 
sombre flagrant quarrel, that endless flux and re- 
flux, that perpetual Ay and No, that irreducible 
opposition, that immense permanent antagonism, of 
which Rembrandt made his chiaro oscuro, and with | 
which Piranese formed his vertigo.” 

Here is his letter to the Stewards of the Shaks- 
pearian dinner which was to be given in Paris :— 

‘*Hauteville-House, April 18, 1864. 

“Gentlemen: I seem to return-to France. ’Tis 
to be there to feel myself among you. You sum- 
mon me, my soul obeys. You French give an ad. | 
mirable example in glorifying Shakspeare. You | 
place Shakspeare on a level with your national | 
great men ; you make him fraternize with Moliére, | 
whom you associate with him, and with Voltaire, |

whom you bring back tohim. While England is} = 
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conferring upon Garibaldi the freedom of the city 
of London, you confer upon Shakspeare the freedom 
of the republic of French letters. Because, of a 
truth, Shakspeare is yours. You love everything 
in that man; this, in the first place, that he isa 
man; and you crown in him the actor who suffered, 
the philosopher who struggled, and the poet who 
conquered. Your applause honors in his life, will; 
in his genius, power; in his art, conscientiousness ; in 
his theatre, humanity. You are right, and it is 
just. Civilization claps her hands around this 
noble festival. You are poets glorifying poetry, 
you are thinkers glorifying philosophy, you are 
artists glorifying art; you are something else still, 
you are France saluting England. It is the 
magnanimous embrace of sister with sister, of the 
nation which has had Saint Vincent de Paul with 
the nation which has had Wilberforce, of Paris 
where equality reigns with London where liberty 
Exchange will spring forth from this 
embrace. Each will give the other what it has, 
It is admirable to salute England in her great 
man in the name of France. You do still more; 
you go beyond geographical limits. No more 
Frenchmen, no more Englishmen; ye are brethren 
of one genius, and you celebrate his birthday; ye 
celebrate the globe itself, ye celebrate the earth 
which on the same day three hundred years ago 
saw Shakspeare born. You consecrate the sublime 


‘principle of the ubiquity of spirits from whence 


rises the unity of civilization. You withdraw self. 
ishness from the heart of nationalities. Corneille 
does not belong to us, Milton does not belong to 
them; all are the property of all. The whole earth 
is intellect’s country. You take all geniuses to 
give them unto all men; by removing the barriers 
between poets you remove them between me, and 
by this amalgamation of glories you begin the 
obliteration of frontiers. Holy promiscuousness, 
this is a great day. Homer, Dante, Shakspeare, 
Moliére, Voltaire undivided ; the entry upon posses- 
sion of great men by the whole human race; the 
common possession of masterpieces is the first step. 
The rest will follow. This is the work which you 
inaugurate. A cosmopolite, human, joint, fraternal 
work, disinterested of all nationality, superior to 
local demarcations ; magnificent adoption of Europe 
by France,* and of the whole world by Europe, 
Civilization flows from such a festival as this. You 
had election of the loftiest reputations from whom 
to choose the president of this memorable meeting. 
Illustrious and popular names abound among you; 
your list beams with them; the dazzling incarna- 
tions of art, of drama, of novels, of history, of 
poetry, of philosophy, are in this solemnity nearly 
all grouped around Shakspeare’s pedestal; but 
you probably had this idea, that to give to this 
festival its specially external character, that to 
make this demonstration beyond and without all 
frontiers you must have for president a man placed 
in this excéptional positionm—a Frenchman out of 
France, both absent and present, with his foot im

The original preface thus explained how the work 
was conceived and executed: “It was on the plains 
of Troy that I first conceived the idea of this work. 
Wandering over that illustrious scene, surrounded 
by the tombs of heroes, and by the confluence of 
poetic streams, my musing thoughts clustered round 
the memory of that immortal song, to which all 
creeds and countries alike respond, which has van- 
quished Chance, and defies Time. Deeming myself, 
perchance too rashly, in that excited hour, a Poet, I 
cursed the destiny that had placed me in an age 
that boasted of being anti-poetical. And whilemy 
Fancy thus struggled with my Reason, it flashed 
across my mind, like the lightning that was then 
playing over Ida, that in those great poems which 
rise, the pyramids of poetic art, amid the falling 
and the fading splendor of less creations, the Poet 
hath ever embodied the spirit of his Time. Thus 
the most heroick incident of an heroick age pro- 
duced in the Iliad an Heroick Epick; thus the con- 
solidation of the most superb of empires produced 
in the Mneid a Political Epick; the revival of learn- 
ing and the birth of vernacular genius presented us 
in the Divine Comedy with a National Epick; and 
the Reformation and its consequences called from 
the rapt lyre of Milton a Religious Epick. And the 
spirit of my Time, shall it alone be uncelebrated ? 
Standing upon Asia, and gazing upon Europe, with 
the broad Hellespont alone between us, and the 
shadow of night descending on the mountains, these 
mighty continents appeared to me, as it were, the 
rival principles of government that, at present, con- 
tend for the mastery of the world. ‘ What!’ I ex- 
claimed, ‘Is the revolution of France a less impor- 
tant event than the siege of Troy? Is Napoleon a 
less interesting character than Achilles? For me 
remains the Revolutionary Epick.’”’ The reprint 
is dedicated to Lord Stanley, and of it the author 
says: “Thirty years ago I printed a few copies of a 
portion of a poem, with which I did not proceed, 
but the nature of which has now unexpectedly be- 
come the subject of public controversy. As only 
fifty copies of it were printed at the time and pro- 
bably many of these are now destroyed, there is no 
reason why the controversy should not be recurrent 
and interminable, since very few, if any, who offer 
their opinions upon its character, can, necessarily, 
have seen the work, it being, as the late Mr. Cole- 
ridge subsequently said of one of his earlier produc- 
tions, ‘as good as manuscript.’ I have, therefore, 
thought it the simplest course, and one which might 
save me trouble hereafter, to publish ‘The Revolu- 
tionary Epick.’ It is printed from the only copy in 
my possession, and which, with slight exceptions, 
was corrected in 1837, when, after three years’ re- 
flection, I had resolved not only to correct, but to 
complete the work. The corrections are purely 
literary.””

anity,” appeared in 1854. These books were pub- 
lished anonymously, and at once attracted atten- 
tion. They purported to be written by a “ few well- 
wishers to knowledge,” but the secret of their 
authorship was well kept, and critics who specu- 
lated upon the pursuits and calling of the men 
whose strong grasp of mind they admired and ap- | 
plauded never suspected that it was to one pen that

due, still less that it was to the pen of a woman. | 
That woman was Caroline Frances Cornwallis, whose 
letters are now before us in a large, handsomely- 


printed volume just issued by Triibner & Co. The | 
volume contains other literary memorials of the | 
lady, but the “‘Small Books” were the work to which | 
the reading and reflections of her life were devoted. | 


As the name is perhaps unknown on this side of 
the Atlantic, we may state that she was born in 
1786, and died, unmarried, in the year 1858, and 
that she was the last representative of a family 
whose genealogy is, in the present volume, traced 
back to Sir Thomas Cornwallis, Treasurer of Calais 


and Comptroller of the Household of Queen Mary. | 


She was, as is abundantly evident from the series 
of her writings, a woman of vigorous grasp of 
mind, of extended reading, and of independence 
and boldness of thought. The predominating ten- 
dency of her mind was towards the form of Christi- 
anity taught by the early Apologists, before it was 
disfigured by what the editor calls “ mawkish igno- 
rances, scholastic subtleties, and sectarian contro- 
versies ”’—words of very elastic and convenient 
meaning. The letters are full of personal interest. 
They not only detail the progress of her studies,

Contributions toward a Grammar and Dictionary of 
Quichua, the Language of the Yucas of Peru. Col- 
lected by Clements R. Markham, F.S.A., F.R.G.S. 
pp. 223. London: Triibner & Co. 

The Qnichua language we are told had its cradle 
in the districts round the ancient city of Cuzco, 
and it was the policy of the Yncas of Peru to intro- 


/duce it into every country which they conquered. 


Thus it was gradually extended over the vast region 
from Quito to the confines of Chile and Tucuman, 
which formed the empire of the Yncas. Indeed the 
conquered tribes nearly all spoke dialects of Quichua. 
Nearly all the Peruvian tongues came from one 
common stock, and Quichua may be looked upon 
as the elder sister and representative of the group. 

During the period of the Ynca ascendency, 
Quichua superseded all the other dialects as the 
language of the governing race. It was the lan- 
guage of a people far advanced in civilization ; it 
was assiduously cultivated by learned men for 
several centuries, and it may, therefore, be selected 


las the most perfect of the extensive American group 


of languages. Hence its importance to the philolo- 


‘gist. These are some of the more general facts 


stated by the author in his learned and extremely 
interesting introduction, in which he enumerates 
all the existing works and sources of information 
touching the history of this language, its literature, 
and grammar. The contents of the work consist 
of a systematized Quichua Grammar occupying 
over forty pages, and a Quichua Dictionary running 


| through one hundred and thirty pages. To these are 


appended several valuable notes, and an English- 
Quichua Dictionary. As an illustration of the 
development of the language, the author states that 
“no European language can describe an action with 
anything like the precision and accuracy, combined 
with brevity, of which Quichua is capable.” Some 
of its words have become familiarized among us;

Reynard the For in South Africa; or, Hottentot 
Fables and Tales, chiefly translated from original 
manuscripts in the Library of His Excellency Sir 
George Grey. By W. H. I. Bleek, Ph. D. pp. 
94. London: Triibner & Co. 

We have here quite a remarkable literary curi- 
osity. The existence of fables among the Hotten- 
tots seems to have been first made known through 
Sir James Alexander’s “ Expedition of Discovery 
into the Interior of Africa,” published in London in 
1838. Quite recently the Rev. G. Krénlein, Rhenish 
missionary at Beerseba,Great Namaqualand, brought 
to light and transmitted to England the original 


| manuscripts of a number of tales, fables, legends, 


songs, proverbs, and riddles, all in Hottentot, and 
taken down by him from the mouths of the natives. 
The fact of such a literary capacity existing among 
a nation whose mental qualifications it has been 
usual to estimate at the lowest standard, is of great 
importance; and that their literary activity (in 
contradistinction to the general character of native 
literature among Negro nations) has been employed 
almost in the same direction as that which has 


'been taken by our own earliest literature, is in 


itself of great significance. The translator, who is 
a learned student of the South African languages, 
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furnishes a preface containing much curious and | 
instructive information concerning these fables, 
their origin, and the language in which they are 
written. What he says is well deserving the atten- 
tion of the modern school of comparative philolo- 
gists, and of those who would study the workings 
of the human mind in its most primitive stages. 
As to the fables comprised in the volume we may 
state that they are classified into Jackal Fables, 
Tortoise Fables, Baboon Fables, Lion Fables, and 
Sun and Moon Fables, to which are added a few 
household tales and other legends. We append, as 
a specimen of the genius of the Hottentot sop, the 
fable of “ Fish-stealing :”— 

“Once upon a time a jackal, who lived on the 
borders of the colony, saw a wagon returning from 
the seaside laden with fish. He tried to get into 
the wagon from behind, but he could not; he then 
ran on before, and lay in the road as if dead. The 
wagon came up to him, and the leader cried to the 
driver, ‘Here is a fine kaross for your wife!’ 
‘Throw it into the wagon,’ said the driver, and 
the jackal was thrown in. The wagon travelled 
on through a moonlight night, and all the while 
the jackal was throwing the fish out into the 
road; he then jumped out himself, and secured 
a great prize. But a stupid old hyena coming 
by, ate more than her share, for which the jackal 


owed her a grudge; so he said to her, ‘ You can | 


get plenty of fish, too, if you lie in the way of a 
wagon as [ did, and keep quite still whatever hap- 

ns.’ ‘So!’ mumbled the hyena. Accordingly, 
when the next wagon came from the sea, the hyena 
stretched herself out in the road. ‘What ugly 
thing is this?’ cried the leader, and kicked the 
hyena. He then took a stick and thrashed her 
within an inch of her life. The hyena, according 
to the directions of the jackal, lay quiet as long as 
she could; she then got up and hobbled off to tel! 
her misfortunes to the jackal, who pretended to 


comfort her. ‘What a pity,’ said the hyena, ‘that |
